DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  during  the  year,  and 
646  children  under  15  received  two  doses  of  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid* 
2^3  under  5  years,  3&5  over  5  years-  The  percentage  of  children 
immunised  in  this  District  at  the  end  of  1942  was  60$4  Plans  are  in 
hand  to  speed  up  this  work  during  19^3* 

SCABIES  ORDER o  1941* 

Considerable  work  was  done  in  connection  with  the 
treatment  of  Scabies  during  the  year.  The  services  of  the  whole-time 
Women  attached  to  the  Civil  Defence  Services  in  the  adjoining  Consett 
Urban  District  have  been  used  for  this  purpose  with  satisfactory 
results  in  most  cases* 

93  cases  and  76  contacts  were  dealt  with  during  the 
year,  involving  36  visits.

FACTORY  ACT.  1937. 

During  the  year,  the  scheme  for  providing  4  W.  C’s,  3  Shower  Cubicles, 
lavatory  Basins  and  a  Mess  Room,  was  commenced  at  the  Smelt  Mills, 
Castleside.  A  septic  tank  and  filter  were  provided  to  deal  with  the 
drainage  from  these  new  installations. 

In  the  area  there  are  28  Factories  With  Power ,  and  29  Factories 
Without  Power,  and  15  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year. 

SHOPS  ACT  1 934* 

No  formal  action  was  taken  during  the  year,  but  by  informal  action, 
at  premises  in  Front  St,  Langley  Park,  a  water  supply  and  lavatory 
basin  was  installed  in  a  drapery  establishment  for  the  use  of 
employees. 


OANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THY  AREA, 


WATER  SUPPLY: 


The  supply  from  the  Durham  County  Water  Board  has 
not  given  any  cause  for  complaint  as  regards  quality  and  quantity 
during  the  year. 

Samples  of  23  private  supplies,  including  possible 
, emergency  sources  were  taken  during  the' year,  and  of  these  4  were 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  4  only '••Moderate... 

Improvements  to  individual  spring  supplies,  in  the 
matter  of  collection  and . storage ,  continues  to-be  effected  as  the 
opportunity  presents  itself. 

,  At  Byerley  House  Farm,  S.atley,  a  new/  spring  supply  was 

located  and  a  hydraulic  ran  installed  to  force  the  supply  to  storage 
for  all  the  farm  premises. 

A  fault  in  the  pipe  line  conveying  the  spring  supply 
to  Lindisfarne  Farm  was  rectified  during  the  year. 

The  supply  pipes  to  the  public  watering  place  at  Prospect 
Satley,  were  cleaned  out  as  a  result  of  silting  which  was  interfering 
wi  t  h  t  h  e  f  1  o  w . 

The  failure  to  find  a  water  supply  for  Fellside  Cottage, 
Burnhope,  resulted  in  the  Owners  'Losing  the  isolated  house  and 
deciding;  to  demolish  it.  . 


DRAINAGE  SEWERAGE 


No  major  works  of  drainage  or  sewering  was  undertaken 
by  the  Council  during  the  year. 

The  provision  of  suitable  sewage  collection  and  disposal 
by  septic  tank  and  filter  for  isolated  properties,  continues  to  be 
■pursued  as  the  opportunity  arises,  as  this  work  .generally  enables 
water  closets  to  be  installed  to  replace  the  conservancy  system  of 
sanitation  at  such  properties. 

Such  schemes  were  effected  at  West  Shields  Farm,  Satley, 
Healeyf ield  Farm,  Castloside,  3ig;gen  House,  Malton,  Moorcock  Inn, 
Wcskerley,  the  Pit  Canteen,  Langley  Park,  and  the  Smelt  Mills, 
Castleside. 

At  Driver  House  Farm,  Satley,  the  County  War  Agricultural 
Committee  provided  a  sewage  collection  tunic  for  the  premises.

With  the  exception  of  50  isolated  houses  in  the  Parish 
of  Muggleswiek#  the  remainder  of  this  work  was  carried  out  by 
16  Contracts,  involving  4? 01 9  houses  and  other  premises,  at  an  average 
cost  of  1 2/1  id  per  house. 

Considerable  trouble  was  initially  met  in  getting  the 
Contracts  fixed  due  to  the  Contractor  for  Esh  No.  1 •  District  having 
to  relinquish  his  contract  through  sheer  inability  to  obtain  a  spare 
■part  for  hisvehicle,  even  after  protracted  applications  and  negotiations 
through  the  Ministry  of  Transport.  The  Contractor  for  Cornsay  No  1. 
asked  and  had  to  be  released  due  to  man-power  difficulties. 

The  difficulty  of  obtaining  competitive  tenders  for  this 
work  was  once  again  apparent  and  appears  to  get  more  difficult  each 
year.  This,  no  doubt,  is  duo  in  no  small  measure  to  the  fact  that

HOUSING-. 


No  nev.'  houses  v.rere  erected  during  the  year,  hut  at  Malton  Colliery 
alterations  were  made  to  one  house  t  >  convert  it  into  two  self-contained 
flats,  each  with  all  domestic  fact:  Hies, 

At  Spring  Gardens' Farm,  _  nchester,  the  original  house  was 
uninhabitable  on  account  of  excessive  incurable  dampness.  Hence  it  was 
converted  into  farm  buildings  and  an  adjacent  building,  previously 
erected  as  a  colliery  employees’  waiting  room,  v/as  converted  into  a 
house'  for  t  he  farm. 

No2,  The  Grove,  Satley,  was ■ re-conditioned  during  the  year  and 
the  Order  previously  made  against  the  xiroperty,  v/as  determined. 

Fellside  Cottage,  Burnhope,  was  closed  when  vacated  as  it 
was  impossible  to  obtain  a  water  supply  for  the  premises,  the  original 
source  having  been  destroyed  by  mine  workings. 

There  is  a  very  definite  need  for  housing  to  accommodate  those 
living  in  property  which  would  have  been  condemned  ere  now,  and  also  to 
meet  the  need  of  those  requiring  a  hone  of  their  own. 

Evidence  of  a  shortage  of  building  labour  and  materials  was 
being  more  keenly  felt  during  the  year  in  relation  to  housing  repairs, and 
unless  this  position  is  more  adequately  catered  for,  then  many  minor  items 
of  repair  will  develop  into  major  works  with  commensurate  detrimental 
effect  upon  many  houses ; 

The  tabulated  result  of  the- work  of  repair  is  shown  under 
’’Sanitary  Inspection  of ;  the  Area”. 

OVERCROWING. 

Like  most  other  districts  there  has  been  a  certain  amount  of  overcrowding 
revealed,  but  such  cases  of  actual  overcrowding  have  not  been  so  numerous 
'as  those  where  more  than  one  family  are  living  in  the  sane  house  without 
causing,  overcrowding.  These  cases  are  the  direct  result  of  the  interrupt! 
of  normal  family  life,  in  a  variety  of  ways,  due  to  the  international 
situation.

The  shortage  of  building  labour  and  materials,  and  the  increased  costs 
of  building  have  restricted  activities  in  the  work  of  improvement  to 
premises  to  conform  to  our  standard  ffr  designated  milk  production. 

This  position  is  unfortunate  because  we  were  steadily  adding  ; 
to  the  list  of  improved  premises  and  subsequently  the  list  of  Accreditee 
Producers. 

At  Spring  Gardens  Farm,  Lanchester,  renoddlled  premises  were 
completed,  while  at  Vest  Shields  Farm,  Satley,  a  new  19  stalled  cowshed, 
with  cobling  and  sterilising  rooms,  was  erected  to  replace  premises 
which  were  in  most  respects  unsuitable  for  milk  production. 

Works  of  improvement  fct>  existing  premises  at  Langley  Vest  House, 
Lanchester,  as  a  stage  in  the  pr '  nmne  for  Accredited  license. 

At  Low  Mill,  Lanchester  .  cooling  and  sterilising  rooms  were 
erected  to  complete  the  scheme  imr  standard  premises  for  Accredited 
mi  Ik  pr  oduct  i  on. 

The  provision  of  a  sufficent  and  suitable  water  supply  to 
Byerley  House  Farm  Satley,  enabled  the : premises  to  be  registered  for 
milk  production. 


« 

"J  An  existing  cowshed  at  Burnhope  Flat  to  Farm ,  was  re-nodelled  For 
the  accomodation  of  additions  to  the  dairy  herd. 

During  the  year  two  Producers  were  granted  licenses  "by  the 
County  Council  to  produce  Accredited  milk,  while  four  producers 
discontinued  such  production,  leaving  49  Designated  Milk  producers 
on  the  roll  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Thus  approximately  30%  of  our 
producers  are  licensed  to  produce.  Designated  milk. 

52  test  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year  from  all 
classes  of  producers,  and  the  results  were  not  00  unsatisfactory  as 
36  were  equal  to  Accredited  standard  for  cleanliness  and  41  revealed 
a  satisfactory  Bacterial  Count  as  regards  keeping  quality. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  increased  agricultral  programme, 
allied  to  the  nan-pwer  problem,  has  influenced  the  standard  of  milk 
production  which  results  in  a  -widely  flucuating  standard  of 
cleanliness. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  POODS., 

No  routine  slaughtering  of  animals  is  carried  out  in  this  area  so 
that  the  work  o'f  inspection  has  been  confined  to  cases  of  slaughter 
under  emergency  conditions,  and  foods  which  have  deterioated, pften 
as  the  result  of  damaged  contak  >s.
